country, much of the soil is‘not very fertile, and, as it lies on the slopes” 
or uplands, cannot be properly irrigated except from reservoirs, called bandhs, 
which are, however, both inadequate in quality and quantity. If the rainfall 

fails or is not properly distributed, the cultivators of thosb lands * 
The cultivating classes represent 74 per cent. of the total population ‘of the 
district and consist largely of aboriginals and semi-aboriginals, ‘They are 
mainly dependent upon the rice crop for their livelihood and subsistence. 
In normal times this is more than stfficient for their néedsg but they are 
Still far from acquiring the habit of thrift, so that when a failure of the 
crops occurs they have nothing to fall back upon. Moreover, owing to their 
improvident habits the best lands have been jsold for their debts and thus 
concentrated ina proportionately small nun! Mie GE baadé.” The thirds: ionia 
causes for famine in the district of Bankura are therefore (1) the Spice 
of the upland soil, (2) the. thriftlessness of the inhabitants, and (8) the 
unequal, istribution of the soil amongst the different classes. 


2 The above threo causes operated to bring about the famine of 1919. 
It must not, however; be supposed that there was at any period of the famine 
an insufficiency of foodstuffs in the district. Such was not the case} though 
arrangements were made for the supply of Burma rice in local areas in which 
there was a temporary shortage, or where locat’dealers attempted to, inflate 
prices, In normal dimes the district produces more rice than it requires for 
its Own consumption ; and last year sufficient rice remained in the distriet 
from the harvests of the ptévious years for its needs. The trouble was the 
unequal distribution of the surplus and the fact that the distressed classes 
had not the wherewithal to purchase it. During the two years following the 
famine years of 1915-16 there were bumper harvests ; but before the people 
could entirely recover from its effects the rains again failed. In the months 
of July and September 1918, tho rainfall was 50 per cent. in defect of the 
normal over the greater part of the. district and practically failed’ towards 
the end of the latter,month, with the result that the outturn of the autumn 

winter rice crops was only 53 per cent. of the normal. Farther, the 


" situation was aggravated. by the Shean of influenza which levied a:heavy

toll on the people in the months of November and December, Gains many 
of the bread-winners from amongst the poor. 


‘The situation was. moreover complicated by the vai prices for the 
necessaries of life caused by the ‘wat, in particular by the high price of cloth.

For the purpose of relief, tho. distressed area was divided into 1T 
With few exceptions each cirele was placed in charge ofa special 
ef officer, who was responsible for the supervision of (a) gratuitous relief, 
(0) relief on works, and (c) the actual distribution of loans, the three main 
forms of Government relief. But the initial preparation of lists of persons 
‘entitled to gratuitous relief was entrusted to non-officiul local commitiees ; 
and-both this.reMet and the wages to. persons employed on relief works-were 
distributed by honorary agencies, ordinarily belonging to the chaukidari 
panchayat. ‘he relief works included 26 reservoirs, 2 irrigation chainels 
and 71 roads.. They were village works selected so as to be near the home of 
the workers with a view to the completion of work left unfinished at the 
previous famine, to the very necessary'pfovision of irrigation works and sources 
of water-supply and, lastly, to the development of internal and inter-district 
communications.

subsequently in its turn used for gratuitous relief. They manufactured cloth 
valued at Rs. 11,198 and taade a freo distribution of 21,642 pieces ‘of cloth * 
valued at Rs. 31,434 including standard cloth supplied by Government. To 
the different charitable societies were assigned areas in which to distribute 
relief. ‘This was mainly given in the form of doles of rice, cooked food or 
cash. They relieved 1,551 persons daily on an average, but were” handi- 
capped by lack. of funds. ‘They worked throughout in harmony with the 
official organisation. Some 872 works, including 153 irrigation works and 
102 tanks and wells, were conducted by private agencies jrith or «without , 
jGovernment_ aid. The total expenditure on such works was Rs, 1,67,558. 
The Marwari community opened useful kitchens in Bankura and Vishnupar. 





6. The problem of relieving cotton weévers was satisfactorily solved by’ 
the timely formation of the Bankura Industrial\Co-operative Union, Limited. 
The Bongal Provincial Co-operative Federation gave to the union credit for 
a lakh of rapees, while Government gave a guarantee against loss to the 





extent of a quarter of alakh, This union rapidly extended its operations - 


and had at the end of October 1919, 41 societies affiliated to it with a mem- 
bership of 555 individuals. It gave employment to 500 families. Those 
cotton weavers who could not be formed into societies were relieved, as already 
mentioned, by the District Relief Committes. 


7, ‘Though it cannot be expected that the district of Bankura can be > — 


made proof again8t famine in any short time, remedial measures aro being 
adopted, or being investigated, by Government. Indeed the report contains 
some indications of the direttions in which an advance has been made for 
the economic regeneration of the district whieh will provide an insurance 
against future famine. In the resolution on the famine relief operations of 
1915-16 a hope was expressed that amongst h$norary workers of the district . 
there would be found men who would undertake the task of introducing 
co-operation and thrift, and thereby prepare the people to meet future 
famines. His Excellency in Council is gratified to notice that since then the 
co-operative movement has began'to take a hold on the district as indicated 


*by the good work done by the Bankura co-operative industrial union 


amongst the weavers. The union ix’ now organising credit socicties to 
promote the habii of thrift, and several co-operative granarics have already 
been registered,. An effort is also being made to organise irrigation co-opera- 
tive societies, Tt is obvious that the problem of irrigation’ is of the utmost 
importance in Bankara ; and it is hoped that by the passing of the Agricul- 


‘ taral and Sanitary Tmprovement Bill into an Act, greater facilities will . 


be afforded to agriculturists for the execution of irrigation works.

Tnx report deals with the operations™for the relief’ of distress which 
prevailed in the Brabmanbaria subdivision of the Tippera district during a 
period of nine months from February to October 1919. Phere was also some 
distress in Jocal areas of the Sadar and Chandpur subdivisions of the district 
‘which was of short duration and promptly relieved. The total area of the 
subdivision is 769 square miles and the population is 385,996 ; out of this 
avea 300 square miles with a population ef 250,000 were affected. During the 
« previous distress ofl 915-16 the whole of the subdivision except one thana 
was affected. The duration and extent ‘of the distress on the present 
occasion was not such as to necessitate at any stage of the operations

2. The subdivision has come into unfortunate promifence within recent 
years on account of its floods, The north of the subdivision is low and 4 
marshy); it lies in the fairway of the effluent from Sylhet, which is fed by ~ 
the rainfall in Cherrapunji and Silchar, which is the highest in India, It is 
ingvitable that simultaneous heavy rainfall over a large catchment area in 
comparatively flat country must produce temporary floods.’ Thé* result of. 
a special examination made in 1919 was to show that the Assam-Bongal’ 
+, Railway embankment through the subdivision does not, a8 a mattor of fact, 
aggravate the floods. The earlier history of the district indicates the occur- 
rence of floods in.the district in the years 1®87-and 1907. The floods of 
1915, however, combined the evils of untimeliness and unusual height, 
Then again in 1918 there was a high flood in the month of Jaly which*had a 
most detrimental effect on the autumn rice, the jute and also on the broad- 
cast winter paddy. As the flood water subsided very late, the transplantation 
of winter paddy and the sowing of the winter crops was impeded.

Inspection.—Mr. W, C. Wordsworth was appointed Visiting-Goyvernor 
for hs first half, and Mr. Maurice Remfry the second half, of the year. 


Mr. Wordsworth reported that he had visited almost all the schools» and 
interviewed all ‘the Brace wards with the exception of’ some half dozen. 
Also that he had seen them at work and at play, und generally had been 
kept in touch with their condition by the principals of the pare A concerned. 
His general impression was thatthe wards were well looked. after, and 
compare not unfavourably with their class-fellows. It was evident to him 
that a number of them were girls of distinct promise. both intellectually and 
morally,and that they were being given, every opportunity by the 
authorities of their schools. Mr. Remfry reported that le had visited all the” 
schools in Calcutta in which Brace wards had been placed, and that (with 
the exception of ‘a few who were absent when he called) he personally 
interviewed all the wards, no school-mistress or teacher being present. The 
general health of. the wards seemed to him to be above the average of the 
class from which the girls were drawn, and that yenerally speaking the girls 
were bright and apperety happy, and, so faras ‘could gather, the t, 
that they were Bruce wards. made no difference in their treatment by te 
school-authorities. He found that, in one institution, they had no form of 
physical training ; the matter has been referred to the Inspector of European 
Schools. Mr. Remfry stated that from the school-reports it appeared that 
some of the wards had defective eye sight. The school authorities have 
been asked to have the eye sight ofeall Bruce wards test ted. and Boo 
necessary, glasses supplied at the expense of the fund. 5
